2. 201 had compiled a list of Austrian Soviet Zone newspapers (as attached) 

to which he will susoribe. They will be sent to Houpt Postaot LINZ "postlagernd*. 
Lint! Field Unit will make arrangements to have these pnpera pioked up and delivered 
to 201. 201 will in the next few days start putting some ads into the BADNUR and 

TTISNER NEU3TADT papers. He will in addition start oorrespondenoe with person* 

in these towns wi-.o have put ads into their looal papers for employment, etoi 
purpose of 201 newspaper activity is to obtain personal information on Aus trieiis ; 
of interest to US intelligence, i.e., r.pplioent for jobs will be required to giTe .^; 
detailed life history, photo -raphs , references. In follow-up correspondence, U M 
201 will air aubjeot of personal nature which may be operational interest, i.e,, 
former employment in Soviet installations end require additional details on *uohi 
specif io points; ij 

3. 201 grasps the purpose of his future effort in BADEN and 7FIENER NSUSTADT 
completely. He produced a mimeographed sheet which hod been oompiied by the 
Hungarian desk for personality date on border personnel, eto., and suggested 
using this format for personality information on subjects of inte~ast in the — 
penetration targets, llie form lends itBelf perfectly to this use c For the . time 
being, all personality information on people from the two target cities will' be 
carded; later we may beoome more objective. At first, information obtainable ■■ 
through overt channels will constitute the bulk of the information; later, data 
obtained through sub-souroes working for 201 in the key .tatget ereas will beoome 
more substantial. It is expected that^the build-up of information on Soviets 

and Austrians will be gradual, requiring a great deal of painstaking work and 
the type of effort 201 is expeotsd to put into it. 

j4. 201 revealed that whan he Gtarted with the SO he hod been aeleoted to 

beoome the SD advanoe to go into OXFORD in oase of a suooessful oooupation of 
England by the Germans. He said that the type of information he thought we ?, 
should have on BADEN and EISNER NEUSTADT was thd type of information he had on 
OXFORD, fairly oomplete reoords of pro-German, Fascist and anti-German elements, 
eto. It was indioated to 201 that we expected to have even more oomplete reoorda 
on the penetration targets. 
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6. 201 was paid 2,000 AMS and }45 in US ourrenoy. Arrsngements are also 

being made to plaoe ?50 Into his bank acoo-nt in Italy. 
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
